A  native  of  Blair  County,  Pennsylvania.  At  the  age  of  one 
year  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Randolph  Twp.,  Portage 
County,  Ohio,  where  his  parents  cleared  a  woods  and  established 
a  farm.  He  attended  grammar  school  in  Atwater,  Portage 
County.  One  of  thirteen  children,  like  his  seven  brothers  and 
five  sisters,  he  was  a  member  of  the  German  Baptist  Brethren 
Church  of  which  his  father  was  an  ordained  minister  and  an  elder. 
Employed  in  a  mill  at  Macedonia,  Summit  County,  and  also  in 
the  Bair,  Miller  and  Company  Mill  at  Cario,  Stark  County,  he 
served  as  an  apprentice.  After  his  marriage,  he  moved  to  a  farm 
in  Randolph  Twp.,  Portage  County,  purchased  by  himself  and  his 
brother  Ephraim.  On  this  120  acre  farm  he  lived  until  the  death 
of  his  wife,  Abigail  Pontius.  At  that  time,  he  turned  the  farm 
over  to  his  son  Cyrus,  who  is  still  owner  of  the  property  as  this 
history  goes  to  press.  He  then  began  traveling  throughout  Iowa. 
Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania,  collecting  data  with  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  publishing  a  Brumbaugh  history.  Having  made  his  home 
with  his  only  son,  he  married  Mrs.  Sarah  (Buchtel)  Lesser, 
March  19,  1896.  Near  his  old  home,  he  bought  a  small  home 
where  he  lived  until  1900,  when  his  health  failed  and  he  then 
moved  to  the  home  of  his  son,  where  he  died  at  the  old  home¬ 
stead,  Sept.  3,  1901. 

Conservative  in  his  views,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
party  until  the  Lincoln  administration  in  1861  when  he  allied 
himself  with  the  Republican  principles.  A  non-combatant  in 
military  views,  a  total  abstainer  from  the  use  of  stimulants  and 
-  tobacco,  he  was  a  man  of  sincere  and  strong  convictions.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  serving  his  church  in  the  capacity  of 
secretary  and  deacon.
